This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) dated August 29, 2018 in which you seek 
certain calendars and/or communications relating to Matter of E-F-H-L- from certain 
individuals identified in the above-referenced request. 

Responsive documents are enclosed. Several responsive document was withheld under 
5 U. S.C. § 552(b)(5) because they are deliberative and/or pre-decisional in nature and under 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) to avoid a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Consistent 
with our obligation to segregate exempt information from non-exempt information, we 
conducted a line-by-line review of the documents withheld under the deliberative process 
privilege. We determined that exempt and non-exempt information is inextricably intertwined 
and reasonable segregation is not possible. See Mead Data Cent., Inc. v. U.S. Dept, of the Air 
Force, 566 F.2d 242 (D.C. Cir. 1977). In that regard, these documents are withheld in their 
entirety. 

Additionally, information within the enclosed documents has also been redacted in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) to protect certain intra-agency communications 
protected by the deliberative process privilege. 

Additionally, information within the enclosed documents has also been redacted in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) to avoid a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. 





Additionally, portions of the enclosed documents have been redacted in accordance with 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(E), which concerns records or information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes the release of which would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions. Exemption (b)(7)(E) extends protection of information related to 
agency technology systems. See Levinthal v. FEC, 219 F.Supp.3d 1, 9 (D.D.C. 2016). 

Finally, some documents originated from another Department of Justice component. We 
have referred that material to the Department of Justice, Office of Information Policy (DOJ/OIP) 
for processing and direct response to you. To follow up on this portion of your request, please 
contact OIP directly by visiting the website https://www.iustice.gov/oip/oip-foia . 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & Supp. 
IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the 
FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as 
an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. See http://www.justice.gov/oip/ 
foiapost/2012foiapost9.html.
